Rise of American Civilization’ 
John M arshall, chief justice of the 
U. S. suprem e court from 1801 to 
1835, “had been in his high post only 
two years when he laid down for the 
first tim e in the name of the entire 
court the doctrines th at the judges 
have the power to declare an act of 
congress null and void when in their 
opinion it violates the constitution. 
“This 
power was not expressly 
conferred 
on 
the 
court. 
Though 
m any able m en had held th at the 
judicial branch of the government 
enjoyed it, the principle was not 
positively 
established 
until 
1803, 
when the case of M arbury vs. M adi­ 
son. involving a section of a fed­ 
eral statute, was decided. 
“In rendering the opinion of the 
court, M arshall cited no precedents, 
laid no foundations for his argu­ 
m ents in ancient lore. R ather did he 
rest it on the general character of 
the American system. The constitu­ 
tion, ran his premise, is the su­

It is devoutly to be wished th a t after the two days’ conference F ed­ 
eral A dm inistrator Hopkins has just had with his state aides, the country 
will have cause for a more assured feeling th a t exists about the effective­ 
ness of the $4.000.000,000 work-relief program . 
Such assurance is m uch 
needed. 
This money w7as to be spent in useful projects and they were to be 
for the most part self-liquidating, so th a t m uch of the cost would be 
ultim ately returned. 
Since such undertakings call for large quantities of 
heavy m aterials, not only was em ploym ent to be given the 3.500,000 idle 
employables, but the production volume in the hard hit durable goods in ­ 
dustries was to be vastly increased. 
The optim ism of the adm inistration was infectious. Plans for pro­ 
jects costing billions more th an the $4,000,000,000 appropriated w7ere in 
hand so there was to be no dearth of selection. 
The expectation was 
held out th at soon after the money became available after July 1 the 
dirt would begin to fly everywhere there was m uch unem ploym ent. 
It w7as a rude shock wrhen the adm ission came from the white 
house w'eek before last th at a radical change of policy has been forced by 
the discovery th at the first $1.000,000.000 of allotm ents entailed an average 
cost per m an, wrages and m aterials, nearly double the lim itation of $1,140 
for each of the 3,500.000. 
As a result, first preference would have to be 
given projects of low m aterial cost.

Although the governor’s labor and 
social program was virtually entirely 
scrapped by the senate along with 
more stringent regulation of utilities, 
he won his fight for a milk control 
law with “teeth'’ and revision of the 
state’s 60-year-old constitution. On 
the latter score he accepted a mod­ 
erate compromise with the senate 
which demanded certain lim itations 
on the constitutional convention. 
Governor Earle’s dem ands for un­ 
employment insurance, anti-injunc­ 
tion laws, outlawing of sweatshops 
and industrial home work, guaran­ 
teed wage payments for workers and 
drastic liberalization of the work­ 
m en’s compensation laws died in 
upper branch committees. Bills re­ 
pealing the “coal and iron police 
act and substantially meeting his 
dem ands for regulation of child la­ 
bor were passed.

This latest attem p t to get at the 
immense w ealth long bolted within 
Davey Jones’ locker will be featured 
i by a new and sensational type of 
diving equipm ent with which men 
can work com fortably for ten hours 
1.200 feet under the surface, it was 
revealed. 
Led by C aptain Henry B. Russell, 
| the expedition will sail for Kinsal 
Head, off the southw est tip of Ire ­ 
land; 
where 
the 
Lusitania

sunk by a G erm an subm arine on 
May 7, 1915, w ith a loss of 1.198 
lives.

D epart­ 
ment of Health, said today in a dis­ 
cussion of a schfxjl inspection ser­ 
vice provided by the department. 
“It, is easier,” Dr. MacBridc-Dex- 
ler .said, “to have the defects cor­ 
rected now- than to put It off until 
the w’eek before .school starts, with 
the dread of it clouding tne entire 
summer vacation. 
“Also, children will be in better 
health when .school starts in the 
fall, if they have defective vision 
and teeth cared for now. For them, 
the .summer will be a building-up 
time, rather than a continuation of 
the handicapped conditions under 
W'hich they worked during the past 
year. 
‘‘One of the most effective health 
programs ever undertaken is the 
annual medical examination of pub­ 
lic school pupils. The fact th at our 
work in fourth class school dis­ 
tricts is handicapped for lack of 
funds, reveals the importance of 
the work. 
Second and third class 
school districts with adequate in­ 
spections and follow’-up service have 
reduced 
the 
percentage of pupils 
suffering from defective health con­ 
ditions to 48.6 and 58.2 respective­ 
ly, of the defective cases during 
1933-34. 
“In the fourth class school dis­ 
tricts, 72.9 per cent, of the children 
were found to be suffering from 
health defects, 
while 
corrections 
were made in only 32.4 per cent, of 
these cases.“

Pennsylvania, a joint legislative in­ 
vestigating committee recommend­ 
ed to the legislature th a t distribu­ 
tion of aid to the jobless be placed 
“on a basis of sound common sense 
rather than on a social basis.’ 
The committee, which was head­ 
ed by Rep. Miles Horst, Lebanon, 
said it found “the altitude of the 
professional social worker too often 
encourages the relief workers to as­ 
sume a position of dependence upon 
the state." 
“In the investigation, no criticism 
occurred more frequently than that 
relating to the type1 of employes a d ­ 
ministering relief.” the committee 
reported. 
“Under federal rules and 
regulations, the administration of 
relief has passed to a large extent 
into the hands of professional social 
workers and conducted from their 
point of view. The testimony of the 
assistant adm inistrator of direct re­ 
lief showed the large measure of 
free play given to the social influ­ 
ence in the whole adm inistration of 
relief.

of 
these 
persons have been salaried men and 
women who do not have the view­ 
point of the taxpayer who conducts 
a business with great difficulty to 
avoid insolvency or who only by 
most strenuous efforts is able to 
save himself and family from going 
on the relief rolls.

sires, of course, to uplift the sta n ­ 
dard of living of those in want but 
the danger today from the enor­ 
mous increase in the cast of relief, 
is that the whole of society will be 
precipitated into the same ruin so 
that the standard of all will be 
eventually lowered.

He mediated and consulted 
lor five days and then came the his­ 
toric press conference of May 31— 
probably the most notable of its 
kind in the history of the United 
States.

an hour and a half. 
It was not a 
casual or chance statement. It was 
as deliberate and premeditated as 
w as Washington s farewell address, 
Webster’s reply to Hayne, or Lin- 
oln’s Gettysburg speech.

“ The last census gave Alaska 59,- 
278 population, 26,640 of whom are 
white. For five months ending Feb­ 
ruary 28. 1935, relief as given to 2,- 
000 unemployed. Approximately 3,- 
000 persons registered for relief dur­ 
ing this period—more than 10 per 
cent of the white population on the 
1930 census figure. 
“ Alaska’s unemployed are actual­ 
ly getting less relief than those in 
the States. 
The 
average 
shows 
$22.80 a month a man receiving as­ 
sistance. Living costs in Alaska are 
25 per cent to 50 per cent higher 
than in the outside. 
“ There are no actual bread lines, 
but feeding stations have been es­ 
tablished for those w'ho don’t have 


the price of a meal—and the sta- 
| lions are being used.

alone has more than held its own. 
thanks to the increased price for 
the metal.
